The  mlUtaxy  spirit  of  Clanada  waa  very 
apparent  In  th«  city  Ot  Victoria  yesterday 
cl.rougrh  the  visit  of  Col.  the  Hon.  Sam 
Hughes,  Canadian  Minister  of  MUltla 
and  Defence,  in  company  with  General 
ijaf  Ian  Hamilton,  Inspector  of  the 
forceB  and  staff.  The  party  arrived  on 
the  afternoon  boat  from  the  Mainland 
after  completing  a  strenuous  Journey 
from  Calgary  on  a  special  train,  which 
enabled  them  to  arrive  in  the  capital 
city  within  an  hour  of  the  regulation 
time   for    the  Journey    to    Vancouver. 

Although  no  Information  had  been 
given  out  concerning  the  time  of  their 
arrival,  a  hearty  reception  was  accord- ' 
ed  the  dlstlnguislaect  visitors  by  a  party 
of  ^'lctoria  war  veterans  who  had  been 
mustered  on  the  Parliament  Grounds 
In  honor  of  the  occasion.  Upon  learn- 
ing of  their  presence,  the  Minister  of 
Militia  and  Defence  at  once  arranged 
for  their  inspection  by  the  General,  and 
so  within  thirty  hours  of  the  Inspection 
of  thp  forces  in  Calgary  a  similar  work 
was  being  undertaken  In  Victoria.  Both 
the  Minister  and  the  General  expressed 
their  gratification  at  the  appearance  of 
the  men,  many  of  whom  had  served 
with  them  in  South  Africa.  From  all 
points  of  view  the  meeting  was  a  most 
happy  one. 

Immediately  afterwards,  without 
even  taking  a  siesta  in  the  hotel,  the 
party  made  off  for  the  camp  under  the 
direction  of  Colonel  A.  W.  Currle,  where 
the    Fifth    Regiment    was    inspected. 

Having  completed  this  work  the  party 
returned  to  town  for  dinner,  which  was 
/partaken  of  in  the  Empress  long  after 
the  other  guests  had  dined.

With  a  view  to  learning  something 
of  the  precise  objects  of  the  visit  to 
the  Coast  a  Colonist  representative  call- 
ed up  the  Hon.  Minister  of  Militia  last 
night.

Canada  does  not  want  con- 
Bcrlption,  It  is  not  In  keeping  with  the 
nature  and  temperament  of  her  people, 
but  she  does  want  military  training, 
and  that  m»«n5  that  she  wants  volun- 
teers and  militia;  all  of  which,  to  my 
mind  mpans  that  the  very  best  antidote 
to  conscription  Is  an  efficient  mllltla 
force.

"Have  we  got  an  efTlclent  mllltla 
force?  Why  we  are  Ju.st  nt  the  begin- 
ning, but  we  have  got  the  pusonllal 
thing  and  that  Is  the  right  spirit.  You 
might  think  that  It  Is  the  mllltla  de- 
partment and  the  defpncf  mInlBtnr  that 
la  pushing  this  movement  in  Canada, 
but  that  Is  not  the  ca.ie:  it  is  the  peo- 
ple themselves.  In  the  good  city  of 
Victoria  you  have  nn  excellent  example 
ot  this  condition.  I  have  Just  been  In- 
formed of  the  desire  that  exists  here 
to  have  a  new  unit  e.itabllshf-d,  a  unit 
representative  of  the  Highland  regi- 
ments; and  In  addition  to  thst  you  have 
the  88th  Fusiliers  recruiting  their 
strength.  The  same  condition  applies 
all  over  Canada.

Victoria  Fusiliers  on  Departure 
Attract  Much  Attention — 
Mainland  Corps  Come  in  by 
Sea  in  Afternoon, 


The  SSth  Fuslllprs,  tlie  latest  addi- 
tion to  His  Majesty's  Canadian  forces 
In  Victoria,  attracted  no  small  atten- 
tion and  much  admiration  from  the 
crowds  who  lined  the  streets  to  see 
them  march  from  tUelr  depot  In  the 
.cttrathcona  Block,  to  the  station  yester- 
day morning,  on  tlielr  way  to  the  train- 
ing camp  at  Sidney.  They  paraded 
some  1.^0  strong,  and,  headed  by  their 
l)and,  reached  the  V.  &  S.  station  shortly 
before  13  o'clock  in  full  marching  or- 
der, with  great  coats  and  kits.  The 
band,  who  do  not  accompany  them  to 
camp,  played  them  out  of  the  station 
to  the  strains  of  "The  British  Gren- 
adiers." 

On  their  arrival  at  Sidney  they  were 
at  omce  marched  off  to  the  camp,  and 
spent  the  rest  of  the  day  In  pitching 
tents  and  generally  making  themselves 
comfortable.

Amid 
fruitless  cries  for  aid.  six  of  the  occu- 
pants of  the  boat  sank  in  the  fast  run- 
ning river. 

The  dead:  R.  C.  Hooper,  manager  of 
the  Marshall  XVells  Co.;  Mi-s,  Hooper, 
his  wife;  Mrs.  Everett  Case,  wife  of  the 
manager  of  the  West  F.nd  Branch  of 
the  Imperial  Bank;  Uoden  C.  Meredith, 
s\iperlntendent  of  Marshall  Wells  Co.; 
Mrs.  Meredith;  Robert  Patton,  mechan- 
ician,   operating    the    boat. 

The  saved;  Everett  Case,  manager  of 
the  West  End  Branch  of  the  Imperial 
Bank.  Case  clung  to  the  boat  and  was 
eventually   rescued. 

On  'iis  trip  down  the  river,  while  the 
party  was  gay  with  laughter  there  was 
a  sirdden  Jar  to  the  boat,  due  to  It  strik- 
ing a  snag.  The  engine  stopped  and 
the  boat  overturned,  precipitating  Us 
occupants   Into   the   water. 

There  was  a  rush  for  boats,  but  al- 
ready the  victims  of  the  treacherous 
river  had  sunk  from  sight-  At  once 
boats  were  put  out  from  "the  banks  and 
they  are  now  dragging  to  recover  the 
remaining   bodloa.

I.,i>NDOK,  Ont.,  June  26. — In  order  to 
allay  public  excitement  and  to  afford 
to  the  medical  profession  and  the 
people  of  Canada,  an  authoritative 
statement  regarding  the  value  of  Dr. 
Friedmann's  treatment,  the  Canadian 
Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tu- 
berculosis nominated  a  committee  of 
five  members  to  study  and  report  upon 
cases  inoculated  by  Dr.  Friedmann  at 
Montreal,   Ottawa.   Toronto   and   London. 

That  committee  has  added  to  itself 
those  physicians  who  have  had  under 
tfifir  observation  the  cases  treated  in 
those  cities.  The  committee  thus  con- 
stituted reports  that  it  has  carefully 
studied  the  cases  and  history  of  the  pa- 
tients innoculated  by  Dr.  Friedmann's 
serum. 

They  number,  altogether  116,  namely, 
for  Montreal  10,  for  Ottawa  10,  for  To- 
ronto  81,   for   London   15. 

As  a  result  of  the  observations  from 
March  21  to  the  present,  the  following 
roncluslons    seem    Justified: 

1.  The  Inoculations  have  neither  con- 
stantly nor  frequently  been  followed  by 
marked  chan'ge  In  the  cltnlcRl  course  of 
the   disease. 

2.  The  cure,  or  progress  toward  cure, 
claimed  by  Dr.  Frledmann,  for  ,the 
treatment,  has  neither  constantly  or  fre- 
quently even,  taken  place  in  the  time 
during  which  these  cases  have  been 
iindcr   observation. 

3.  Thus,  upon  Investigation,  the  com- 
mittee finds  that  the  results  have  been 
dit-appolntlng  and  that  the  claims  made 
for  his  remedy  by  Dr.  Frledmann  have 
not  been  proved,  and  that  nothing  has 
been    found   to   Justify  and   confidence   in 

the   remedy.

•'Will  you  take  two  minutes  now  or 
five  minutes  afterwards?"  asked  Gen- 
eral Sir  Ian  Hamilton.  Inspector  of  the 
Overseas  Forces,  when  he  was  approach* 
ed  by  a  Colonist  representative  last 
night  In  the  Empress  Hotel  for  a  talk 
upon  his  Impressions,  and  upon  being 
informed  that  both  together  would  con- 
stitute an  excellent  l)asls,  he  laughingly 
compiled,  stipulating  the  one  condition 
that    he    he    not    lionized. 

"In  the  first  place,  let  me  tell  you 
why  1  am  here."  he  said,  as  he  led  the 
way  to  the  palm  room  before  dinner. 
"I'm  here  because,  in  the  year  1911,  at 
the  Imperial  Conference,  the  representa- 
tives of  the  aolf-governing  Dominions 
recognized  n\y  existence  and  agreed  to 
send  for  me  when  they  wanted  my  ad- 
vice; and,  more  than  that,  they  agreed 
to  pay  for  It — which  Is  a  rather  im- 
portant   point." 

Having  thus  Justified  his  preeence, 
so  to  speak,  the  General,  whose  name 
Is  a  household  word  throughout  the  mili- 
tary world,  and  whose  exploits  In  the 
field  as  well  as  In  the  camp  are  too  well 
and  widely  known  to  require  reiteration 
here,  reclined  in  his  chair  and  invited 
an    interrogaTh'e    attack. 

Objeot   of  TlBlt 

"What  is  the  primary  object  of  my 
visit?  It  is  to  co-ordinate  the  military 
affairs  of  the  Empire.  That  sounds 
very  big,  and  It  Is  perliaps  even  bigger 
than  it  sounds.  Canada  Is  only  a  unit, 
but  even  In  Canada  the  work  Is  con- 
siderable. You  see,  the  lesson  of  the 
South  African  War  is  now  bearing 
fruit.  The  military  authorities  realise 
the  necessity  for  co-ordination  In  train- 
ing all  over  the  Empire,  so  that  when 
dlfierent  battalions  are  engaged  thera- 
wlll  be  no  confusion.  Under  the  old 
system,  a  squadron  In  one  place  was 
not  a  squadron  (of  the  same  sort  or 
sUe)  In  another,  and  conseqtiently 
there  was  no  way  of  ascertaining  the 
proper  strength  of  the  command.  The 
only  way  to  do  It  Is  to  co-ordinate  the 
work  of  organization  and  training,  so

LONDON.  June  27.— The  Duke  ot 
Sutherland  died  at  1  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing at  Dunrobin  Castle.  Sutherlaad- 
shlre. 

His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Sutherland  was 
born  on  July  20,  1851,  being  the  son  of 
the  third  Duke,  whom  he  succeeded  m 
3S92.  At  the  age  of  19  he  entered  the 
2nd  Life  Guards,  from  which  he  retired 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  five  years 
later.  From  1882  to  1891  he  was  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of  the  Sutherland  Rifles. 
From  1871  to  1886  he  was  Member  of 
Parliament  for  Sutherlandshire  In  the 
Liberal  interests,  and  was  an  alderman, 
a?  well  as  Mayor,  of  Longton,  which 
latter  office  he  filled  from  1895  to  1896. 
He  was  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Sutherland- 
shire  from  1892  to  1898,  and  In  1892 
8  appointed  Hon.  Colonel  of  the 
Queen's  Own  Staffordshire  Teomanry. 
With  the  exception  of  the  Czar  of 
Russia,  His  Grace  was  the  largest  land- 
owner in  Europe,  his  Scottish  estates 
embracing  nearly  a  million  and  a  half 
acres.  He  also  owned  30,000  acres  in 
aiaffoidshlre,  and  much  landed  property 
in  other  countries.  He  was  a  note^ 
sportsman  and  yachtsm.an.  and  visitei^ 
foreig.}!   parts  on  shooting   trips. 

The  Duke  was  ms^rrled  In  1884  to 
Lady  Minicent  St.  Clair  Ersklne,  daugh- 
ter of  the  fourth  Earl  of  Rosslyn.  a 
lady  whose  practical  Interest  In  chari- 
table works  in  general  and  the  advance- 
ment of  the  industries  of  the  Scottish 
people  in  particular,  as  well  as  her 
many  gifts,  has  given  her  a  high 
prestige  apart  from  that  conferred  by 
her  rank.  Two  sons  and  one  daughter 
were  born  to  them,  of  whom  the  eldest, 
the  Marquis  of  Stafford,  who  visited 
Victoria  with  his  father  last  year,  suc- 
ceeds  to    the  dukedom. 

O'wsad  Xiaaa  la  West 

The  Duke  was  well-known  to  many 
Canadians,  owing  to  the  great  Interest 
he  took  In  this  country.  He  had  bound- 
less faith  in  its  possibllltleB.  and  pur- 
chased large  tracts  of  land  for  coloni- 
zation purposes,  chiefly  for  the  benefit 
of  his  own  tenants.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  June  26.— An 
urgent  desire  to  arm  the  President  with 
a  tariff  'nilp  stick,"  one  of  the  stronger 
and  greater  proportions  than  provided  In 
the  amendment  suggested  by  the 
finance  committee  majority,  developed 
today  In  the  Demorrntle  caucus  of  the 
Senate  on    the   tariff  bill. 

DI.«icus.«!lon  of  the  proposed  counter- 
vailing duty  on  wheat  and  nour,  which 
the  committee  recommended,  led  t'o 
further  debate  on  retaliatory  and  count- 
ervailing tariff  rates,  and  Senator  Tloke 
Smith,  of  Georgia,  proposed  the  adop- 
tion of  an  amendment  tliai  would  give 
the  President  power  to  enforce  oounti-r- 
valllng  tariff  rates  on  all  commodities 
rf  commerce  against  any  nation  re- 
fusing to  deal  with  the  United  States 
on   a   reciprocal    tarllT   basis. 

It  would  pnihldi  the  President  at  any 
time  to  Interpose  against  any  nation 
which  might  discriminate  against  the 
products  of  the  United  States,  the  same 
tariff  rates  exacted  on  American  goods. 
Such  a  clause  In  the  tarllT  bill.  It  was 
ur»ed,- Would  place  the  United  States  In 
a  position  to  defend  the  country  against 
any  unreclprocal  action,  or  .attempt  to 
■hut   off   its    forelirn    trade.

son Bay.  He  will  not  only  make  an 
ethnographic  study  of  the  Kskimos  In 
that  region,  but  he  will  endeavor  to 
secure  some  trace  of  Andre,  the  Swed- 
ish explorer,  whose  balloon  is  supposed 
to  have  ended  it.s  journey  somewhere 
In    Northern    Canada. 

Mr.  Leden  is  in  Ottawa  today  to  ob- 
tain certain  information  from  the 
Canadian  Government  which  will  help 
him  in  his  work.  This  is  his  second 
visit  to  Canada,  as  he  was  here  two 
years  ago  to  collect  Indian  specimens. 
"There  are  four  Eskimo  tribes  where  I 
am  going,"  said  Mr.  Leden.  "Some  of 
them,  Uke  Stefansson's  Eskimos,  have 
never   seen   a  -white   man. 

The    Blonde    EeklmOii 

"As  for*  the  blonde  EKklmos  that 
Stefansson  talks  about,  I  find  the  idea 
funny.  I  remember  seeing  two  in 
Greenland,  who  were  fair  and  had 
brown  beards,  and  comparisons  Inclined 
me  to  think  that  they  arc  descendants 
of  a  union  between  the  native  tribes 
and  some  old  Norwegian  vikings  whose 
ships  Were  caught  and  broken  in  the  ice 
of    the    Far   North." 

Mr.  Leden  leaves  in  a  few  days  for 
Winnipeg,  and  from  there  will  go  to 
Hudson    Ba>-. 

"I  intend  to  take  no  other  white  man 
with  me,  but  will  bo  accompanied  by 
Indian  and  Eskimo  guides,"  said  Mr. 
Leden.  "From  Hudson  Bay  my  course 
will  be  north,  to  the  .\rctlc  Islands.  I 
win  collect  specimens  for  the  T'nlver- 
slty  of  Norway  and  Rludy  the  legends 
and  customs  of  the  Eskimos  .1  meet 
and  their  music.  I  will  take  a  phono- 
graph   with    me    to    record    It."

Though  this  year,  the  work 
has  Just  been  begun,  still'  th«  prpgreys 
has  bf-en  grntifylng.  and  it  is  hoped 
to  ha'-e  a  doubled  membership  within 
the  next  two  years.

"We  would  also  thank  all  those  who 
throughout  the  year  have  aided  our  so- 
ciety by  support,  contribution  and  sym- 
pathy." 

The.  treasurer's  report  showed  as  fol- 
lows: BiBcelptsrtor  the  year,  including 
fees  to  date.  $1,718.95;  exipehdltures, 
$1,205.45;  balance,  $513.50. 

The  -election  of  officers  resulted  In 
the  re-election  of  Mrs.  Rhodes  as  presi- 
dent by  acclamation.  As  Mrs.  Watson 
and  Mrs.  Hasell  retired  as  vice-presi- 
dents, Mrs.  Otto  Weiler  and  Mrs.  An- 
drew Wright  were  elected  to  their 
places.  Mrs.  J.  S.  Ballantlne  was  chos- 
en .secretary;  Mrs.  Hartmann,  treasur- 
er; and  the  following  names  added  to 
the  executive:  Mrs.  Neurotsos,  Mrs. 
Hartmann,  Mrs.  L.  York,  Mrs.  CoUinson, 
Mrs.    Mcllrae. 

The  following  resolution  was  proposed 
by  Mrs.  Neurotso«  and  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Otto  Weiler  and  heartily  Indorsed 
by  Mrs.  C.  W.   Rhodes,  president: 

"Whereas  Miss  C.  McDonald,  who 
has  occupied  the  position  of  matron  At 
the  Provincial  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital 
for  many  years  is  about  to  sever  her 
connection  with  that  Institution,  and, 
whereK.s  by  her  kindness,  her  justice 
and  adherence  to  right  principles  she 
has  endeared  herself  to  all  who  have 
come  in  contact  with  her,  both  offlcially 
and  personally  and  more  e-spefially  to 
members,  the  staff,  the  many  "genera- 
tions" of  classes  in  the  training  school, 
and  countless  patients  and  those  com- 
mittees of  the  hospital  aid  societies  In 
active  service,  in  and  about  the  hos- 
pital. 

"This  meeting  desires  to  placp  on 
record  their  deep  reKrct  at  hearing  of 
Miss  Mai;i'l<:innld'a  rej'lgnation.  together 
with  a  hearty  vote  of  appreciation  for 
all  the  benefits  which  have  accrued  to 
the  hospital  and  for  th<?  happy  rela- 
tlrn.s  which  have  pxlsted  so  ROncrally 
under    her    wise    and    gentle    rnlp; 

"And  that  this  re.5olutlon  i.r  ru- 
warded    to    Miss    Mncdnnald." 

Hon.  Dr.  Young  addressed  the  so- 
ciety, speaking  of  the  interest  taken 
by  the  Government  and  the  support 
given  by  it  to  hospitals  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. By  the  building  of  new  hos- 
pitals within  the  Province  the  strain 
on  the  .lubilee  Hospital  would  be  some- 
what lessened.  He  consrratul.itRd  the 
society  on  its  bu.«ilne»."<-llkp  mfthod  of 
working,  and  gave  them  to  undcrst^^hd 
that,  if  ncce8.sary.  there  might  In  the 
future  he  a  further  grant  towards  the 
new    hospital. 

Very  Rev.  Dean  DouU  then  spoke 
very  eloquently  on  the  great  faotor  in 
the  life  of  an  inslllutlon  being  the  In- 
terest taken  In  It  by  the  people  who 
have  helped  to  build  and  maintain  it, 
comparing  the  two  Montreal  hospitals, 
one  the  gl'A  of  two  (enerous  Canadians, 
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in  hoiland.

LEGAL  INTELLIGENCE 

(Before  Gregory,  J.) 
Hayward  &  Dodds  v. -Mesher  «&  Co. — 
Action  to  recover  balance  due.  by  de- 
fendants on  a  plumbing  and  heating 
contract  in  conectlon  with  the  con- 
struction of  a  house  built  by  defend- 
enla  for  Mr.  A.  B.  Todd,  on ,  Linden 
Avenue.  The  defendenta  admitted  that 
the  account  for  thie  work  done  was 
correct,  but  set  Up  a  counter  claittt  foi- 
failure  to  supply  the  radiation  called 
"for  by  the  plaintiffs'  contract,,  for  tfte 
system  of  hot  water  heating  Installed 
by  the  plaintiffs  in  October  aianslons, 
Cook  Street,  was  defective.  Judgment 
was  given  for  the  plaintiffs  on  their 
claim,  and  for.  the  defendents  In  the 
sum  qt  $200  .'on  their  counter  claim. 
Moore  for  plaintiffs;  Maclean.  K.  C 
for  defendents. 

(Court    of    Appeal) 

Judgment  was  «lven  by  the  Court 
of  Appeal  In  the  following  cases  yes- 
terday: 

United  Buildings  v  Vancouver  Cor- 
poration:— This  was  an  appeal  from  an 
order  made  by  Clement,  J.,  In  Injunc- 
tion proceedings  to  prevent  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company  from  closing  up  a 
lane  In  Vancouver  running  betw«f>n 
Georgia  and  Dunsmuir  Streets.  The 
company  having  decided  to  considerably 
extend  their  premises,  which  corner  on 
Granville  and  Georgia  Streets,  but 
with  the  lane  in  question  intersecting 
the  property,  obtained  the  passage  of 
a  by-law -giving  the  permission  to  •-•lo.se 
the  lane  so  far  as  It  went  throuish  their 
property.  Against  this  the  adjoining 
owners,  who  submitted  that  the  Coun- 
cil could  not  close  up  the  lane,  and  Who 
wiahed  free  access  from  one  street'  to 
another  protested.  Clement,  J.,  re- 
fused the  Injunctlo'n  application  and  thf 
property  owners  appealed.  The  Court  of 
Appeal  was  divided  in  its  decision, 
Mncdonald,  C.  J.  A.,  and  Galllher,  J.  A., 
being  for  allowing  the  appeal,  and  Irv- 
ing and  Martin,  J.  A.,  for  dismissing 
the  appeal. 

Globe  Realty  Compan>-  \-  Martlndale: 
This  was  an  appeal  from  Barker,  Co.  J.. 
In  a  claim  for  commission  on  the  sale 
of  land  In  Xanalmo.  The  appeal  was 
dismissed,    Galllher.    J.    .■\.,    dl.ssentlng.

the  Board  that  Mrs.  Evans  was  enti- 
tled to  five  hundred  gallons  per  day  of 
the  water  in  question  under  an  assess- 
ment from  her  father,  her  predecessor 
in   Utle. 

The  Court  was  of  opinion  that  the 
Board  had  exceeded  Us  jurisdiction  in 
deciding  upon  the  question  of  an  ea.-se- 
ment,  and  had  no  powtr  tc-  declare  and 
determine  the  common  law  rights  of 
the  parties.  As  this  question  could 
not  be  raised  in  this  appeal,  it  remains 
to  be  decided  in  a  civil  action  In  the 
courts.  The  order  of  the  Board  was 
set  aside,  and  the  appeal  allowed,  with 
cost*. 


Booth  V  Callow: — This  was  an  appeal 
In  an  action  for  rectification  of  a  lease 
on  the  ground  of  mutual  mi8tp.ke.  T^pc 
Court  (per  Macdonald,  C.  J.  A.,  Irving' 
and  Oalllhcr,  .1.  A.,)  Were  of  opinion 
that  the  lea*e  itself,  as  well  an  the 
testimony  of  the  plaintiff,  contained 
continKont  evidence  of  mistake,  and 
that  the  trial  judge  was  right  in  hia 
co'nclusions.  Martin,  ,T.  A.,  dissented. 
The  appeal  waa  therefore  dismissed. 


Kvans  V  McLay: — ^Thls  was  an  appeal 
from  tlip  doci."(lan  of  the  Board  of  in- 
vestigation under  the  Water  Act.  Tt.  S. 
B.C.  1911.  chapter  239.  It  appeared 
that  Mrs.  Evans  applied  to  the  Board 
for  a  licence  in  substitution  for  the 
record  which  she  held  under^^the  old 
statute;  it  was  determined  that  sh-s 
w»,s  not  nntltled  to  the  licence,  and 
her  record  waa  cancelled,  and  from  that 
decision  she  did  not  appeal.  The  ob- 
jectors. John  C.  tnd  Robert  Mcl^ay.  ap- 
pealed from  that  iiart  of  the  flndlng  of 


Greaves  v  Carruthers:— -The  olalm 
out  of  which  this  appeal  rose  was  for 
a  strip  of  land  some  fifteen  feet  in 
width,  to  which  the  defcndent  has  a 
good  "paper"  title,  but  to  which  th" 
plaintiff  claimed  a  title  by  prescrip- 
tion. A  fence  was  erected  in  1S6I  or 
1S6;.  which  separated  this  atrip  from 
the  land  lying  to  the  ea.st  of  It,  and  so 
gave  the  strip  the  appearance  of  being 
part  and  parcel  of  the  land  owned  by 
the  plaintiff,  some  four  acres,  and  it 
appeared  that  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  the  four  acres  made  use  of  this 
atrip  In  connection  or  conjunction  with 
the  four  acres.  The  four  acres  were 
not  fenced  on  the  north  and  south  sides 
until  1879,  which  prior  to  that  formed 
the  boundaries  of  the  old  and  new  Es- 
quimau Boad.-!.  II  was  not  until  1SH.> 
that  a  fence  was  erected  on  the  west 
side.  In  June.  1911.  defendant  hiokc 
down  the  eastern  fence  and  tooii  pos- 
session of  the  flfteen-foot  strip,  and 
that  was  the  flrnt  actual  possesion  of 
the  premises  by   the  defendent. 

The  Court  agreed  with  the  trial 
Judge  that  there  was  not  that  open 
and  continuous  and  adverse  occupation 
by  either  the  plaintiff  or  her  predeces- 
sor in  title  as  would  entitle  her  to  euc- 
ceed.  and  the  appeal  was  dismlMed.

case  of  the  others?  And  yet  they  are 
all  classed  In  a  lump  as  Canadian  mu- 
nicipal securities  .and  treated  accord- 
ingly. Totally  different  reasons  exist 
lo  establish  the  value  of  a  Saskatoon 
loan  from  tho.se  which  make  a  Vletor'.y. 
loan  a  good  one.  Some  of  the  criticisms 
wr  have  encountpred  seem  to  be  the  con- 
clusions of  a  person  who  has  stopped 
off  o\-er  niptu  In  a  new  prairie  town. 
He  sees  an  am'olLious  centre  of  popula- 
tion and  learns  that  there  is  another 
not  ver>'  far  away.  In  his  monumental 
ignorance  of  American  development,  h. 
jumps  to  the  conclusion  tliat  the  coun- 
try is  going  ahead  too  fast,  and  he  goes 
home  and  writes  to  the  papers  about  It. 
The  result  Is  that  some  one  else  jumps 
tiy  the  conclusion  that  Canadian  munlcl- 
pa!  securities  are  open  to  question,  and 
he  suggests  that  the  curb  should  be 
l>ut  upon  the  ability  of  raunicipalitles  to 
borrow. 

There  may  have  been  Canadian  mu- 
nicipal issues  that  were,  not  justified  by 
existing  conditions,  but  we  think  every 
well-informed  person  will  agree  with  us 
when  we  say  that  there  is  not  an  es- 
tablished city  in  the  Dominion  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  which  has  ever 
defaulted  upon  any  loan  that  it  has 
made  or  has  proposed  to  make  une  that 
It  was  not  abundantly  able  to  meet. 
And  the  same  Is  true  of  many  of  the 
ntwer  municipalities.  T«ke  a  ca^^e  tn 
point.  Ksqulmalt  has  voted  to  bor- 
row $400,000  for  sewerp.  Is  there  any 
ore,  who  knows  anything  about  K.'nul- 
malt,  who  will  deny  that  the  tiiwn.-^hip 
i.s  perfectly  good  security  for  a  very 
much  larger  sum  than  this?  And  yet 
we  assume  that  some  of  the  self-styled 
financial  experts,  six  thousand  miles 
away,  would  class  this  Is.stie  among 
the  Canadian  municipalities  against 
which  Investors  ought  to"  be  on  their 
guard.  Generalizations  often  are  mis- 
leading; they  arc  often  employed  to 
conceal  ignorance.  It  Is  very  easy  to 
depreciate  a  whole  class  of  securities 
It  can  he  done  with  one  penful  of  Ink. 
It  Is  another  matter  to  take  up  speriflc 
Issues  and  show  wherein  they  are  open 
to  objection.  The  moral  of  the  matter 
is  that  Canadian  municipalities,  seeking 
to  make  Ipans,  should  see  to  It  that 
possible  investors  have  an  opportunity 
of  learning  for  themselves  what  justi- 
fication there  is  foi'  the  Issue  of  deben- 
tures for  the  particular  purpose  for 
which    the    money    is   required. 


We  do  not  know  what  paper  in  Victoria 
said  that  conditions  "are  a  crying  scan- 
dal and  a  disgrace  tu  civilization, "  and 
we-  do  not  know  wliat  facts  It  was  coni- 
int-nting  on;  but  wo  ilo  say.  and  we  che'» 
'♦^ngc  auci'essful  contradiction,  tliat  the 
moral  tone  of  British  Coluinlila  Is  as 
high  as  that  of  any  other  part  of  the 
civlllr,ed  world.  We  are  far  from  claim- 
ing that  everything  in  this  respect  is  us 
It  ought  to  be.  hut  we  do  say  that  eoclal 
vice  flaunts  itself  less  flagrantly  In  this 
Province    than   In    most   communitleB. 

L'nfortunately.  there  are  some  persons, 
well-meaning  no  doubt,  who  are  in  the 
habit  of  imagining  things.  They  tell 
them  to  others,  by  whom  they  ar»  ac- 
cepted as  trutli,  and  arft "published  to  the 
world.  Not  a  few  of  the  would-be  social 
reformers  are  very  ignorant  of  the  con- 
ditions which  they  desire  to  reform. 
There  Is  perhaps  no  class  in  the  com- 
munity which  ao  reudily  accepts  rumors, 
opinions  and  surrnlses  for  proved  facts. 
One  reason  why  their  efforts  are  not 
more  successful  is  the  recklessness 
with  which  they  make  assertions.

These  may  be  imrtly  supplied 
by  federal  policy,  and  In  this  respect 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  Gov- 
ernment Is  already  doing  Its  share  In 
providing  new  harbor  works  and  that 
It  purposes  doing  still  more  In  the  fu- 
ture. But  much  remains  for  the  city 
Itself  to  do,  and  if  the  suggestions 
we  liave  made  do  not  seem  feasible,  they 
will  Ijave  served  their  purpose  if  they 
draw  renewed  attention  to  our  needs 
In  this  direction  and  are  the  means  of 
arousing  energcitlc  action  which  will 
lead  to  the  accomplishment  of  what 
sliould  prove  an  immense  step  forward 
In  our  progreea.

Indeed,  one  of 
the  papers  In  Victoria,  B.  C.  comment- 
ing on  the  facts,  declares  that  "It  Is  a 
crying  scandal  and  rtlMgraee  to  our 
ch  lllzatlon,"  and  asserts  that  It  !s  high 
time  that  the  atrentlon  of  the  Dominion 
Parliament  was  called  to  the  open  disre- 
gard of  laws  and  the  gross  maladmlni.s- 
tratlon  that  exists.  It  is  Impossible  frtr 
xis  to  give  the  detailed  statements  made 
in  the  plainest  terms  by  \-arlous  »p»rik- 
*rs  OS  reported  In  the  dally  papers.  We 
can  but  hope  that  attention  win  therehy 
be  called  to  the  awful  state  of  affa'rs. 
and  that  action  will  be  taken  at  once  to 
remove  thin  fearful  disgrace  from  one 
of  the  most  promising  parts  of  Canada 

Not  having  before  uti  the  statements

Every  one  recognlaea  thfe  difficulties 
attending  the  enforcement  of  any  law 
for  the  punishment  of  misdemeanors, 
which  do  not  In  point  of  fact  imply  any 
criminal  Intent  on  the  part  of  persons 
accused  of  them.  Every  one  can  under- 
stand the  anxiety  of  police  ofHcers  to 
see  that  laws  in  this  behalf  are  en- 
forced without  respect  to  persons.  Most 
people  also  understand  that  police  evi- 
dence Is,  aea  rule,  the  worst  possible 
evidence.  It  has  been  said  upon  high 
authority  that  a  police  ofhcer's  evidence 
ought  always  to  be  regarded  with  sus- 
picion, not  because  they  have  any  de- 
sire to  misstate  facts,  but  because  of 
their  very  natural  desire  to  support  the 
complaints  which  they  make  against  in- 
dividuals. There  Is  also  very  likely  to 
grow  up  a  sort  of  aympafhy  between 
police  magistrates  and  police  officers, 
which  may  not  always  contrlbiite  to  the 
administration  of  absolutely  even-handed 
Juetlce.  In  respect  to  motorists,  there 
socms  to  be  a  sort  of  notion,  pervading 
the  minds  of  those  charged  with  ad- 
ministering the  law,  that  they  are  prima 
focle  guilty  of  anything  i>f  which  they 
may  be  charged.  We  are  not  finding 
any  fault  with  the  .statutory  provision 
requiring  motorists.  In  cases  where  they 
art;  charged  with  exceeding  the  speed 
limit,  lo  prove  that  they  have,  not  done 
so.  but  this,  we  submit,  docs  not  deprive 
them  of  the  presumption  of  innocence, 
so  far  as  that  can  be  applied  t<>  such  a 
case.  If  there  is  a  disagreement  be- 
tween the  officer  and  the  motorist,  we 
.•submit  that  the  latter  ought  not  to  be 
obliged  lo  convince  the  former  that  he 
did  not  violate  the  law.  but  only  to 
conAlnce  the  magistrate  that  there  Is 
r«-aS'>nahle  doubt  Hint  he  did  so,  In 
which  event  he  .«iurely  riught  to  lie  en- 
titled to  the  same,  presiimpiion  of  inno- 
cence which  the  law  accords  to  a  mur- 
derer   taken    red-handed. 

We  are  not  speaking  of  any  particu- 
lar case,  of  any  particular  magistrate 
ot  any  particular  police  ofiilcers,  but 
are  only  offering  some  general  obser- 
vfltlfns  as  to  what  we  think  Is  the  in- 
tfntlon  of  the  law  Take  the  question 
of  speed.  A  man  In  a.  car  Is  a  better 
Judge  of  Its  speed  than  any  one  on  the 
street,  and  the  fact  that  he  owns  a  car 
or  Is  driving  one.  or  Ls  a  passenger  In 
one  does  not  render  his  testimony  open 
to  suspicion.  It  Is  pretty  nearly  time 
that  the  prejudice  against  motorists 
died  out  In  this  community.  Not  long 
r.jr'  we  «poke  of  the  desirability  of 
pi  eventing  horse-drawn  vehicle.'*  from 
passing  street  ears,  when  the  latter 
Wire  discharging  or  taking  on  passin- 
gAfs,  In  other  words  we  thought  that 
what  Is  law  iror  the  man  in  a  car  ought 
to  be  law  for  a  man  tn  a  carriage.  Very 
great  exception  hais  been  taken  to  this, 
and  no  by-law  has  bean  framed  to  meet 
the  case.  Thus  it  has  come  itbout  that, 
while  a  man  In  a  moto^-car  must  stop 
under  tha  circumstances  mentioned,  a 
m4n  with  a  pair  ot  horsey  may  drive 
tbrou(b  a  crowd  at  any  apeod  that  jHilta 


In  the  medicil  iuo.esa«^-.|«li«H[;;^^ . 
effect  of  the  repurt  Just  Istiued  should 
have,  In  one  way  a  beneficial  result,  it 
win  be  remembered  that  doctors  all  over 
the  continent  were  very  dubious  that 
anything  In  the  «hape  of  a  permanent 
beterment  In  the  conditions  of  the 
patle|rtts  treated  would  be  effected. 
Their  'prognostications  seem  to  havj 
been  verified  and  the  lesson  of  the  fu- 
ture In  regard  to  discoveries  of  new 
kinds  of  serum  would  seem  to  be  that  a 
thorough  examination  of  their  value 
should  be  made  by  the  medical  profes- 
sion before  they  are  generally  applied. 
It  Is  tragic  to  arouse  hopes  of  recovery 
among  the  afflicted  Ontll  the  efficacy 
of  tlie  cause  that  is  to  affect  the  rem- 
edy receives  the  sanation  of  the  medi- 
cal profession.  Legislation  towards 
this  end  Is  advlseable. 

The  text  of  the  report  submitted  by 
the  committee  appointed  by  the  Cana- 
dian Association  for  the  Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis    was   as   follows. 

As  a  result  of  the  observations  txoxA 
.March  21  to  the  present,  the  following 
conclusions  seem  Justified: 

1.  The  inoculations  have  neither  con- 
stantly nor  frequently  been  followed  by 
marked  change  in  the  clinical  course 
of  the  disease. 

2.  The  cure,  or  progress  toward  cure, 
claimed  by  Dr.  Prledmann;  for  the 
treatment;  has  neither  constantly  or 
frequently  even,  taken  place  In  the  tltne 
during  which  these  cases  have  been  un- 
der  obsevatlon.        ,. 

3.  Thus,  upcn  investigation,  the  com- 
mittee finds  that  the  results  have  been 
(iisappoiniing  and  that  the  claims  made 
for  his  remedy  by  Dr.  Friedm.-inn  have 
not  been  proved,  and  that  nothing  has 
been  found  to  Justify  any  confidence  In 
the  remedy.

Anderson  was  flounder- 
ing about  apparentJy  too  dazed  to  help 
himself.  Murphy  grasped  him  and  got 
him  to  the  piles  under  the  wharf,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  "thers  safely  got 
him  up  Into  the  dock. 

The  police  were  notified  and  Ander- 
sorj  was  brought  to  headquarters  In  the 
motor  patrol.  At  the  wharf  and  on  the 
way  into  the  station  he  mnintained 
silence,  and  nuestloning  could  elicit  no 
Information  from  him  as  to  how  he  came 
to  fall  Into  the  water.

In  some  of  the  schools  parents  will 
be  Invltnd  to  attend  the  exerolse.t.  In 
others  the  work  will  be  ended  quietly 
by  KOlng  on  with  the  routine  for  part 
of   the  day. 

Where  invitations  are  Issued,  parents, 
and  friends  of  the  pupils  should  make 
an  effort  to  attend.  These  exercises 
are  prepared  with  no  little  trouble  at  a 
time  of  year  when  extra  effort  costs 
something.  The  young  people  \rant  to 
Klve  pleasure  to  those  they  love  best, 
and  the  least  their  elders  can  do  is  to 
llBten  to  them.  "Whether  these  are 
formal  exercises  or  not,  parents  should 
take  some  trouble  to  show  their  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  of  the  teaohers. 
There  are  very  few  pupils  in  any  of 
the  classes  who  have  not  received  from 
their  teacher  klndnes.sps  and  Interest 
for  which  her  salary  does  not  pay.  The 
only  return  parents  cnn  make  is  to 
show  that  this  kind  of  work  is  appre- 
ciated by  them  as  well  as  by  the  chil- 
dren. 

Only  those  who  have  experienced  It 
know  the  sense  of  discoiiraKemenl  and 
fnilure  felt  by  many  conscientious 
teachers  when  pupils  with  whom  they 
have  worked  hardest  make  little  Im- 
provrment.  It  adds  to  the  bitterness  to 
feel    that    parents    are    displeased. 

Where  pupil."!  have  done  well,  the 
credit  is  often  due  to  the  teacher,  who 
haH  Bpent  much  extra  time  nnd  thoujcht 
on  tlieni.  This  has  not  been  done  for 
praise,  but  praise  Is  welcome  neverthe- 
less. But  everyone  has  not  the  gift  of 
sayInK  or  writinfr  what  they  feel.  This 
is  not  always  needed.  A  kind  word.  a. 
(Pleasant  Inquiry,  an  interested  look, 
win  show  the  sensitive  teacher  that 
she  has  the  sympathy  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  welfare  of  the  pupil  is  rtesr- 
est.  Closing  <la>'  affords  an  opportun- 
ity to  all  parents  to  show  that  Ihey  do 
not  regard  teachers  as  hirelings  only, 
but  as  fellow  workers.  The  affection 
which  exists  between  "pupils  and  teach- 
ts  often  more  potent  for  good  than  the 
amount   of  knowledge   gained. 

It  Is  easy  enough  for  school  to  be- 
come a  routine,  or  for  the  ambitious 
teacher  to  look  upon  the  children  as  of 
value  only  as  they  contribute  to  his  or 
her  advancement.  The  effort  to  (rlre 
at  least  on  one  day  of  the  y**r.  m 
human  interest  to  th«  school,  to  bring 
teachers,  parents  and  pupils  together, 
Is   one   to    be   »neouragert.

Yet 
how  many  heople  there  must  be  even 
in  Victoria,  who  are  very  scantily  sup- 
plied  with    either. 

The  well-to-do  in  homes  where  there 
are  many  wage-earners,  or  where  fam- 
ilies are  very  .small,  can  buy  all  the 
fresh  berrips  and  green  stuff  they  can 
use,  J3ut  where  there  are  many  mouths 
lo  feed  out  of  one  man's  earnings  it  is 
hard  enough  to  procure  even  the  neces- 
sary   fobd    to   satisfy    hunger. 

And  yet,  around  the  hou.-es  of  hun- 
dreds of  laborers  and  mechanics  there 
are  patches  of  ground  that  could  be 
made  to  produce  enough  to  furnish 
many  a  wholesome  dish  on  many  days 
of  the  Sumfner,  overgrown  with  weeds 
and   rank   grass. 

Qnp.  has  only  to  notice  the  lllXle  gar- 
dens of  thrifty  Old  Country  people  to 
realize  the  waste,  even  tn  iMctoria.  But 
bad  as  this  Is.  it  is  little  compared 
with  the  waste  In  the  suburbs  of  the 
city.  Next  Winter  tons  of  cabbages 
nnd  other  green  vesetables  will  be  Im- 
ported and  bought  and  palil  for  by  the 
housewives  of  Victoria  that  could  have 
been  raised  this  fcummer  on  the 
Saanleh  Peninsula.  It  is  said  there  aro 
Idle  men  'in  Victoria.  It  Is  certain 
there  is  abundance  of  Idle  land.  Is  ie 
beyond  the  wisdom  of  man  to  br^^.g 
about  Its  cultivation?  Because  the 
price  of  land  Is  high,  is  there  no  way 
of  allowing  it  to  be  used,  while  It  is 
waiting  for  a  purchaser?  Surely  .even 
the  site  of  a  house  would  look  better 
If  It  wefe  cultivated  than  when  it  is 
lying    idle. 

Unless,  however,  there  are  people 
willing  to  work  the  land.  It  is  useless 
to  offer  it.  While  Victoria  men  and 
women  refuse  to  cultivate  their  own 
little  plots,  of.  ground,  they  .  are  not 
likely  to  work  larger  tracts,  even  If 
they  got  It  at  a  very  low  rental.  There 
Is  no  better  proof  that  time*  are  not 
hard  in  Victoria  than  that,  while  men 
work  only  ei«rht  hours  a  day  and  hoys 
l>nve  nothing  to  do  but  ^ko  tp  sohool. 
there  is  vacant  land  in  every  direction. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  are,  hun- 
dreds of  children,  as  well  as  many  of 
their  elders,  who  would  bS  the  better 
if  there  w«r«  an  abundance  of  freah 
vegetables  and  fruit  In  the  home.  Tt 
may  be  impossible  to  help  It.l  but  no 
one  can  see  thousands  of  aerca  ly- 
ing Idla  m  the  Saanleh  Psnlnsula  while 
city  housekeepers  are  payiilg  high 
places  for  imported  food  without  f««l- 
ing  that  we  are  all  responsible,  for 
waste.  Thrift  and  industry  ate  .habits 
which  make  for  success.  Uheth^T  In  an 
individual.  *  city  or  a  nation.

OTTAWA,  June  28.— "When  I  first 
saw  the  wrech  I  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  disaster  was  caused  by  a 
'sun  kink'  and  I  still  hold  to  thaf  view, 
for  I  have  ee°n  nothing  to  change  It  as 
yet.  The  theory  put  forth  that  the  work 
being  done  on  -the  line  by  sectionmen 
might  in  some  degree  account  for  the 
derailment  !s  nothing  short  of  absurd." 
The  speaker  was  Mr.  C.  'A.  Mountain, 
chief  engineer  oC  the  Rallwdv  Com- 
mission. Mr.  Mountain  stated  he  H 
making  a  careful  Investigati'm  and  that 
an  official'  report  will  jo  made  as  socn 
as  all  of  the  pieces,  bro'icn  trucKs,  etc , 
have   berji    recovered   an  i   examined.

The  rails  probably  sprung  a  little  about 
noon  and  then  shrank  again.  :  When 
the  heavy  train  came  along  the  weight 
of  the  first  few  car.s  and  the  engine 
would  concentrate  on  the  weak  spot, 
causing  the  rails  to  spread.  Such  an 
occurrence    Is   very    rare." 

Only    One    Xicaped 

Probably  the.  most  pathetic  incident 
in  connection  with  the  disaster  camo 
when  a  little  body,  tliat  of  five-year-old 
Johnny  McClure,  was  recovered  from 
the  debris  of  the  wreck  In  the  c!e::ond 
of  the  two  cars  that  were  lying  at 
the  water's  edge.  There  were  not  a 
few  Of  the  many  present  who  wipe;* 
away  a  tear  as  the  entire  story  was 
unfolded  of  how  a  grandmother  and  two 
grandchildren  were  caught  In  the 
Smash,  the  mother  alone  providentially 
escaping. 

The  members  of  thf  party  of  four 
were  Mrs.  McClure,  an  elderly  lady; 
Mrs.  H.  McClure.  a  daughter-in-law; 
.Tohnny.  five-year-old  son  of  Mrs.  Mc- 
Cliiro.  and  little  Matilda,  a  babe  ten 
months  old.  The  four  were  on  their 
way  to  Edmonton,  where  Mrs.  H.  Ma- 
nure's husband  has  been  working  for 
about  a  year.  They  came  from  Ire- 
land, and  were  among  those  who  landen 
from  the  steamship  Pretbrian.  All  were 
sitting  in  the  coach  that  plunged 
down  the  smhankment.  until  a  few 
minutes  before  the  fatal  crash  came. 
Mrs.  McClure,  Jr..  had  gone  to  prepare 
some  tea  In  the  compartment  at  the 
end  of  the  car.  and  was  ste-'ping  the 
tea  on  an  oil  stove  when  tlie  car  top- 
pled down  the  bank.  .She  was  thrown 
from  side  to  side  of  the  car,  sustaining 
had  bruises.  The  stove  came  over  on 
her,  &nd  when  she  was  taken  from 
the  car  she  was  covered  with 
and    grime. 

At  first  she  could  not  renllze 
hsd  happened,  but  on  becoming 
scions  her  first  cry  was  for  her 
children  and  mother-in-law.  The 
of  Mrs.  McClure,  sr.,  was  brought  to 
her  and  Identified.  Kext  came  that  of 
her  Utile  baby,  whom,  a  few  minutes 
before,  she  had  been  cuddling  In  her 
arms.  At  this  stage  Mrs.  McClure  was 
overcome  by  the  shock  and  was  re- 
moved    to    a    nearby    house. 

The  mother  Is  completely  prostrated 
and  is  under  the  care  nf  n  physician.

are  fighting  shoulder  to  shoulder  there 
will  be  no  confusion  as  to  status  and 
no  dubiety  as  to  strength,  and  the  of- 
ficers o"f  one  battalion  will  find  no  dif- 
ficulty In  being  understood  by  the  men 
of  another  battalion.  That's  why  I  am 
here. 

"Once  I  have  completed  my  tour  of 
the  training  camps  of  the  Dbminion  I 
shall  draw  up  a  report,  set- 
ting forth  my  Ideas  of  how  the  desired 
end  might  be'  attained.  It  will,  of 
course,  take  time.  You  cannot  make 
the  Old  Guard  of  Napoleon  out  of  a 
forthnlght's  camping.  But  you  have 
the  spirit  here,  and  that  Is  a  great  deal. 

"What  do  I  think  of  the  Canadian  at- 
titude towards  militarism?  I  think  It 
is  the  right  attitude  for  Canadians. 
Personally,  I  am  no  believer  In  conscrip- 
tion, and  I  recognize  that  in  Canada 
that  idea  has  not  a  great  deal  of  sup- 
port. But  I  do  believe  In  military 
training.  For  Insiance,  I  believe  in  the 
compul.sory  cadet  training  In^  the  schools, 
and  I  also  believe  In  the  cultivation 
i)f  the  volunteer  system.  In  Canada  both 
of  them  'ftre  working  well.  They  are 
growing  at  a,  marvelous  rate  of  speed. 
The  department  can  scarcely  keep  pace 
with  them,  and  they  are  doing  excellent 
work  In  that  they  are  breeding  the 
sentiment  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
coming  men  for  country  and  for  em- 
pire. The  cadet  system  is  a  great  moral 
teacher.  It  Is  a  splendid  counter  to 
thft  selflslv  and  Intellectual  education 
which  teache-s  men  to  Jump  one  upon 
the  other.  It  may  appear  bliarre,  hut 
the  military  Idea  Is  to  assist  one  an- 
other  as    much    as    possible. 

CHad  to  See  Veterans 

"I  came  here  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Minister  of  MUltla  and  Defence,  and 
upon  coming  into  Victoria  tonight  I 
was  greatly  delighted  at  meeting  a 
number  of  war  veterans,  some  of  whom 
were  with  me  in  South  Africa.  The 
first  Canadian  Contingent  was  under  me 
at  such  memorable  places  as  Bloem- 
fcntein.  and  Zand  River,  and  Johannes- 
hurg,  where  they  hol^nvci  In  a  most  dis- 
tinguished   manner." 

This  Is  tlie  Generals  second  visit  to 
Canada.  The  first  occasion  was  In  190S, 
when  he  sprnt  five  days  In  the  country 
after  attending  the  manoeuvres  of  the 
United  States'  Army.  He  Is  delighted 
with  the  country  and  the  people, 
speaks  of  the  West  In  a  manner 
I«i  charming  to  listen   to.

It 
is  the  policy  of  the  department  to 
arouse  the  Interest  of  the  people  In  the 
volunteer  movement,  and  nothing  can  be 
more  gratifying  to  me  than  to  realize 
that  already  the  people  are  so  far  ahead 
of  the  department's  capacity  for  ser- 
vice. 

Oeneral's   Oplnloa 

"It  Is  also  a  matter  of  considerable 
pleasure  to  know  that  the  General  has 
the  same  opinion  in  regard  to  Canadian 
military  development.  He  JJs  the  most 
democratic  officer  of  the  age.  The 
■greater  experience  and  command  he  has 
the  wider  becomes  his  sympathy  and 
the  kindlier  his  observation.  He  rual- 
i/.es  that  in  Canada  the  spirit  of  mili- 
tarism as  such  has  little  or  no  place, 
and  he  also  realizes  that  the  spirit  of 
cltlsenship^  the  spirit  of  responsibility, 
Is  rampant.  How  to  foster  that  spirit 
and  co-ordinate  It  with  the  Imperial  Idea 
Is  the  work  that  he  and  I  are  engaged 
In  at.  the  present  tlpe. ,  As  an  officer 
who  has  held  very  important  commands, 
and  who  has  seen  active  service  in  all 
parts  of  the  world,  and  who  has  achiev- 
ed a  measure  of  success  In  his  profes- 
sion that  does  not  fall  to  many.  General 
Sir  Ian  Hamilton  Is  a  man  In  a  thou- 
sand. Others  of  similar  qualifications 
are  generally  autocratic  and  unapproach- 
able, but  lie  Is  not  only  a  soldier,  but  a 
good  fellow.  Canada  has  done  well  In 
securing  his  services,  and  1  am  sure 
that  as  a  result  of  his  trip  of  Inspection 
the  ^military  affairs  of  the  Dominion 
will  receive  not  only  a  stimulus  but  also 
a  number  of  valuable  pointers  as  to  or- 
ganization   and    other    matters. 

"1  suppose  It  might  as  well  be  stated 
also  that  while  on  the  Coast  here  the 
Croueral  will  make  a  study  of  the  de- 
fence situation,  and  will  record  his 
Impressions  In  the  report  which  he  will 
submit  to  the  department.  Of  courae, 
that  is  a  matter  that  cannot  very  well 
be   discussed. 

"The  cadet  movement  Is  also  engaging 
our  attention.  Of  that  movement  In  this 
country  It  is  impossible  to  speak  in 
other  than  terms  of  the''hlghest  praise. 
At  the  present  time  we  have  36.000  ca- 
dets In  training,  and  signs  Indicate  a 
very  great  increase  in  succeeding  years. 
It  is  a  great  movement,  with  which  i 
hcllfve  Is  wrapt  up  the  f\iturp  of  the 
Dominion  so  far  as  Its  military  aspect 
is  concerned,  it  l.s  the  moral  basis  of 
everything  in  the  country,  and  It  Is  only 
right  and  natural  that  It  should  begin 
with  youth.  While  on  the  Coast.  I  shall 
look  very  closely  Into  the  cadet  work, 
because  I  nndersi.nnd  that  It  has  been 
very  sucoesaful  and  popular,  and  de- 
.«er\  Ing  of  all  the  attention  it  is  poasihlc 
to  bestow  upon  it. 

"In  Victoria  here  the  military  .spirit 
has-  developed  wonderfully,  and  it  is 
very  encouraginj;  to  all  of  us  engaged  In 
the  work  to  realize  that  on  the  Pacific 
'Coast.  wher»  cnminfrce  is  making  such 
tiKmiendous  stride.*,  the  essential  thing 
in  the  life  ef  the  naflon,  the  recognition 
of  the  duty  that  Is  ow^ng  to  home  and 
country,  is  being  duly  observed.  The 
(Ipslre  for  training  here  is  remarkable, 
and  1  have  no  doubt  thatif  cultivated, 
1 1  would  be  even  morjs  remarkable.  Well, 
In  a  short  time  you  will  have  ynur  drill 
hall.  We  passpcl  the  plans  for  It  some 
time  ago.  and  the  matter  Is  now  In  the 
hands  of~the  Public  Works  D»partment. 
The  tenders  have  not  yet  been  called 
for.  hut  T  have  reS/ioh  to  believe  that 
they   will    he  at   ah    early    date."

Messrs.  Fln41ay,  Durham  and  Brodle. 
Victoria  agents  of  th«  Royal  Mall  Line, 
have  been  advised  by  Captain  Murchle 
that  the  steamship  Fulls  of  Orchy  will 
be  unable  to  get  away  from  Seattle  un- 
til this  morning  for  this  port.  Some 
trouble  has  been  experienced  in  coaling, 
■which  accounts  for  the  delay.  As  far 
as  can  be  ascertained,  the  Royal  Mail 
beat  will  steam  into  port  some  time 
tonight  to  load  1,500  tons  of  cargo,  ex 
the  htes.ni.^hip  I^ord  Derby,  for  the 
Orient.  The  Falls  of  Orchy  has  had 
trouble  In  clearing  ports  since  her  ar- 
rival on  the  Coast  from  the  United 
Kingdom. 

When  she  waa  leaving  Vancouver  for 
Seattle  on  Tuesday  evening  she  encoun- 
tered the  cloudburst  which  drenched  the 
former  city  late  In  the  afternoon.  Tar- 
piutUns  covered  the  hatches  of  the 
steamship,  but  they  somehow  became 
displaced,  and  a  quantity  of  water  found 
Its    way    into    the  iu>ld.

$4,920,000  for  Provisions 
Last  Year,  While  the  Coal 
Man's  Bill  Was  $7,376,735. 


In  these  days,  when  the  high  cost  of 
living;  Is  ao  much  In  the  public  mind, 
when  the  bills  of  the  butcher,  the  grocer 
and  the  coal  man  threaten  to  disrupt  the 
family  happiness  and  bring  the  sheriff 
knocking  at  the  door,  it  is  Interesting 
to  know  what  It  costs  a  steamship  com- 
pany to  provide  the  necessities  of  life 
to  the  hordes  of  paasengers  who  cross 
and  recross  the  Atlantic.

Hour,  spices,  fruits  and  the  thousand- 
and-one  article.";  that  are  used  in'  the 
Kitchen  the  company  paid  $1,688,890. 
Other  Iiarge  Items 

More  potatoes  were  consumed  during 
the  year  than  any  other  single  article, 
the  total  amount  having  been  17,875,873 
pounds.  Flour  ranked  next  with  6,313,152 
pounds,  fresh  beef  third,  with  5,769,134 
pounds,  while  the  bread  was  fourth  with 
2,353,083  pounds.  The  passengers  con- 
sumed 7,098.560  egg.i,  4,271,059  oranges 
and  lemons.  707.625  pounds  of  onions 
and  983,802  pounds  of  salt.  They  used 
•;65,o4b  pounds  of  coffee  and  41,- 
729  pounds  of  tea,  and  rj29,619 
■nns  of  sterlliB^e'd  milk,  to  say 
nthing  of  11,918'  bottles  of  fresh 
ri'pam.  It  was  necessary  to  provide  19,- 
119.242  pound.s  of  Ice  to  keep  things 
cool  and  12.097  boxes-  of  matches  for 
fires  and  "lights."  In  the  bakeshops,  83.- 
651  pounds  of  yeast  were  used,  while  the 
iiuantity  of  butter  necessary  during  the 
>tHr   was   1,056.057  pounds. 

Of  wines,  Rlieln  and  Mosel  were  most 
popular,  heading  the  list  with  112,211 
bottles,  as  against  35,987  bottles  of 
champagne.  Beer,  of  course,  was  thf 
favorite  beverage.  302,521  bottles  having 
been  consumed  In  addition  to  1,720,634 
liters  of  beer  in  barrels,  a  liter  etjual  to 
about  one  quart. 

From  these  figures  some  idea  may  be 
obtained  of  what  it  really  costs  to  pro- 
vision a  great  steamship  line  and  of  the 
vast   Quantity    of    food    consumed.

By-I*aw  last  December,  which  gave  the 
City  Council  power  to  raise  $225,000 
for  the  building  fund,  and  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  for  the  generous 
grant  of  $150,000  towards  the  same  ob- 
ject. Thanks  are  also  cordially  given 
to  the  Oak  Bay  municipality  for  a  vote 
of  110,000  towards  the  new  building. 
The  Women's  Auxiliary  have  on  hand, 
or  promised,  $110,000,  so  that,  allowing 
for  charges  on  the  sale  of  the  city's 
bonds,  the  sum  of  $475,000  is  now 
fairly   in   slsht   for    the   new    building. 

"All  architects  practising  their  pro- 
fes."sinn  in  this  Province  haVe  been  In- 
vited to  submit  competitive  designs  on 
conditions  that  seem  to  have  met  with 
the  approval  of  the  profession.  The 
services  of  Mr.  J.  C.  M.  Keith  were 
secured  to  ad\'lse  the  building  commit- 
tee regarding  the  terms  of  the  competi- 
tion, and  our  thanks  are  due,  not  only 
to  him;  but  to  the  committee  of  the 
local  chapter  of  the  British  Columbia 
Institute  of  Architects  and  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Medical  Society,  for  va>u- 
able  advice  given  on  this  matter.  The 
services  of  an  expert  architect,  resident 
outside  the  Province,  will  be  secured 
as  assessor,  and  hi."?  decision  as  to  the 
relative  merits  of  the  designs  will  be 
final   and   binding. 

"The  conditions  call  for  a  fully 
equipped  hospital  of  400  beds,  of  which 
it  is  proposed  that  the  administration 
department  and  wards  for  200  beds 
win  be  built  at  once,  leaving  the  other 
200  beds  to  be  provided  later.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  accommodation  can  be 
secured  for  $400,000.  The  question  of 
furnishing  the  building  will  have  to  be 
dealt  with  later  on,  and  towards  this 
work  It  is  hoped  a  considerable  sum 
will  remain  from  the  amount  sub- 
scribed, when  the  building  is  finished 
and    paid    for. 

Nuxalng'   Aooommodatlon 

"In  addition  to  this,  the  question  of 
providing  additional  room  for  nurses 
has  arisen.  The  Increase  of  beds  to 
200  will  require  more  than  double  the 
present  nursing  staff  to  attend  to  the 
patients,  and  this  will  entail  a  heavy 
expense    In   adding    to   the   nurses'    home. 

".\fter  the  auccessfiil  competitors 
have  been  selected  some  time  will 
necessarily  be  occupied  In  preparing 
the  working  drawings  and  specifica- 
tlcns.  as  well  as  in  securing  tenders, 
HO  that  the  actual  construction  is  not 
likely  to  be  commenced  before  the  be- 
ginning  of'next   year. 

"The  directors  are  fully  aware  thyt 
the  best  site  for  the  hospital  is  that 
occujiled  by  the  present  buildings,  but. 
as  tlie'coat  of  providlnjar  temporary 'uc- 
commodatlon  for  patients  would  be 
heavy  and.  In  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
the  expenditure  would- not  be  Justified, 
it  has  been  decided  to  advise  the  com- 
peting architects  that  the  new  hosi)ltal 
must  ■  be  placed  elsewhere  on  the 
grounds,  -as  the  old  buildings  must  re- 
main tp  use  until  the  new  hospital  l.i 
finished. 

"During  the  year  the  work  has  in- 
creased considerably  over  that  of  .iny 
previous  year.  The  number  of  patients 
admitted  to  the  hospital  was  1,636,  an 
increase- of  326  over  that  of  1912.  To 
accommodate  this  number  an  extra 
supply  of  beds  was  purchased,  thereby 
increcsing  the  pressure  ••of  the  work  in 
the  puhllr  wards,  already  overcrowded. 
The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
treated  was  98  2,  exceefling  by  17  the 
dally  average  of  last  ,vear.  Our  high- 
est dally  averagfl  for  on^  month  was 
107,  and  our  lowest  88,  the  last  number 
being  equal  to  the  highest  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  average  days'  stay  of 
each   patient    was    20. 

FlnaBolal  ireeda 

"fnder  the  old  arrangement  with  the 
city,  we  received  an  annual  grant  .of 
$10,000.  About  two  ypnrs  ago  this  was 
altered  to  a  crant  of  $1.50  per  day  for 
each  city  indigent  patient,  and  the  city 
health  officer  was  constituted  the  sole 
authority  as  to  who  .wan,  or  was  not, 
to  be  classified  as  such.  This  arrange- 
ment has  worked  out  to  the  great  dis- 
advantage of  the  hospital.  The  city 
health  officer  Interprets  his  instnir- 
tions  as  allowing  him  no  latitude,  and 
therefore  the  hospital  has  not  received 
r.ny  aid  fslnce  the  new  scheme  was  in- 
augurated) from  the  city  \  towards  the 
cost  of  a  large  class  of  patients,  who. 
If  not  indigent,  are  In  such  circum- 
stances as  preclude  their  .being  able 
to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  mainten- 
ance, as  well  as  for  'hftse  -who  ran,  and

In.itead 
of   $7,116,   the   amount   actually   received. 

Appealed    to    City 

"With  our  bank  account  overdrawn 
as  high  as  $7,000  at  times,  the  direc- 
tors, waited  upon  the  finance  commit- 
tee of  the  City  Council  and^were  most 
courteously  received.  We  asked  that 
we  be  put  upon  the  same  terms  as  the 
Vancouver  General  Hospital  f which,  by 
the  way,  is  evon  then  unable  to  pay  its 
way),  and  asked  the  city  for  $29,7;f,.88 
extra  at  the  enj  of  its  fiscal  year,  or 
that  at  least  the  Council  would  pay  off 
the  debt.  We  < egret  to  say  that  the 
Council  did  not  meet  us  even  half-way, 
but  promised  to  allow  some  400  days' 
stay  that  the  city  health  officer,  on  re- 
consideration, found  himself  able  to 
recommend,  and  promised  an  extra 
grant  of  $1,000  in  .Tuly  and  another 
$1,000  some  time  before  December  31 
next.  This  assistance  we  duly  acknowl- 
edged and  appreciate,  but  wish  to 
point  out  that,  even  with  it,  at  the  end 
of  December  we  will  be  as  deeply  in 
debt  as  we  are  now,  and  we  desire  to 
record  our-  unanimous  opinion  that  it 
is  impossible  to  finance  the  present 
hospital  on  the  grants  we  receive 
month   by   month    from    the   city. 

"We  wish  to  Impress  upon  the  Citi- 
zens the  consideration  that  the  element 
of  charity  enters  largely  into  hospital 
work,  and  that  it  is  impossible  to  run 
such  an  institution  on  the  commercial 
lines   of  a  departmental   store. 

Bepaira    and   Xsiproraxnents 

"Thi;  ward  for  tubercular  patients 
has  been  extended,  and  six  more  beds 
have  been  added  for  that  class  of  pa- 
tients. Owing  to  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
J.  W.  Pendray,  who  donated  paint  to 
th©  valtie  of  $250.  we  have  been  able 
to_  do  some  very  necessary  work  In  the 
rooms  and  corridors  of  the  hospital.  In 
view  of  our  hope  that  the  ngps'  build- 
ing will  be  ready  in  eighteen  months, 
we.  would  not  have  ■  incurred  this  ex- 
pense, but  that  the  work  was  absolute- 
ly   called    for, 

"The  director."!  desire  to  record  their 
thanks  to  all  memliers  of  the  visiting

tention to  patients  placed  under  their 
charge.  Also  to  the  resident  medical 
officer,  the  assistant  medical  officer, 
the  lady  superintendent  and  the  nurs- 
ing staff,  and  all  officials  of  the  hos- 
pital for  their  untiring  services  during 
the  year.  Dr.  Thomas  has  completed 
his  year  as  assistant  medical  officer, 
and  Is  now  practising  in  the  city.  The 
board  takes  this  opportunity  of  wishing 
him  every  success.  His  place  has  been 
taken  by  Dr.  Wainwrlght,  a  graduate

"Thf*  board  ha.«s  recently  received  the 
resignation  of  the  lady  superintendent. 
Miss  Macdcnald,  to  take  effect  on 
-August  31,  and  desires  to  place  on 
record  Its  deep  fr«>n«e  of  the  valuable 
services  rendere.l  to  the  hospital  by 
Miss  Macdonald  during  eleven  yefcrs.

Dr,  Home's  report 
Shows  the  detail  work  and  needs  of  this 
department.  Tl\e  tuberculosis  >  depart- 
ment lias  been  much  Improved  and  en- 
larged, and  now  provides  for  six  mort 
male  patients.  Women  patients  have 
still  to  be  treated  In  a  large  tent  ow- 
ing to   the  lack   of   funds. 

The  Junior  branch  of  the  Antl-Tuber- 
culosl.s  iSocipty  In  Victoria  is  now  ren- 
dering Invaluable  aid  to  the  hospital  in 
furnishing  comforts  and  supplies  to 
this  ward.  Their  members  are  also 
regularly  visiting  the  patients,  an  at- 
tention   which    is    greatly    appreciated. 

"1  do  not  at  present  press  the  sug- 
gestion made  In  my  report  last  year  as 
to  the  •  great  need  of  a  supervising 
graduate  nurse  on  each  of  the  blocks 
of  the  hospital,  for  I  well  understand 
that  no  increase  in  salaries  can  be 
considered  in  the  present  financial 
crisis.  This  reason,  however,  does  not 
apply  to  the  appointment  of  a  second 
house  surgeon,  a  need  which  I  would 
now  present  for  your  consideration.  A.s 
you  will  see  from  the  figures  previous- 
ly given,  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
operations,  entailing  so  many  more 
anesthetics,  and  consequent  dressings 
and  attenticins,  the  more  than  doubled 
work  in  the  X-ray  department,  which  1 
do  entirely  myself,  and  which  takes  up 
all  the  little  time  I  have  to  spare  from 
my  other  duties,  all  of  which  Increase 
in  proportion  to  the  augmented  days' 
stay.  Induce  fne  to  prefer  this  request, 
which,  I  trust,  you  will  consider  favor- 
ably. 

".\  small  room  has  been  fitted  up  as 
a  temporary  store  room  for  surgical 
supplies  and  dressings,  hut  storage  ac- 
commodation is  too  limited  at  present 
to    permit    of    buying    drugs    wholesale. 

"The  Women's  Auxiliary,  the  Daugh- 
ters of  Pity  and  the  King's  Daughters 
still  remain,  as  ever,  on  pur  list  of 
faithful  friends.  We  owe  to  them  con- 
tinual benefits.  The  Junior  Antl- 
Tuberculosls  "Society  has  now  ji.ined 
these  ranks  in  their  special  line  of  ser- 
vice, and  I  would  like  to  thank  them 
all  for  the  Invaluable  work  they  have 
done  during  the  year. 

"In  thanking  the  clergy  of  all  de- 
nominations for  their  services  rendei^ed 
during  the  year,  I  would  like  to  men-

i  "Thus  the  clearing  of  such  areas,  in- 
stead of  extending  the  amount -of  farm 
lands  in  the  country  would  really  reduce 
the  same.  Such  denudation,  besides,  re- 
moves wind  breaks  and  disorganizes  the 
flow  of  adjacent  streams.  In  nearly  all 
cases  streams  In  the  prairies  take  their 
rise  In  hills  that  are  covered  with  tim- 
ber, and  If  these  timber  areas  are  pro- 
tected the  snow  goes  off  gradually  in 
the  Spring,  and  the  streams  have  a 
fairly  even  flow  throughout  the  year.  If 
the  timber  Is  destroyed,  the  snow  melts 
rapidly  in  the  Spring,  causing  a  flood, 
after  which,  during  Summer  and 
Autumn,  there  Is  a  period  when  the 
smaller  streams  are  nearly,  or  completely 
dry.

There  was  scarcely  a  part  of  the  Em- 
pire which  was  not  familiar  with  the 
leonine  features  of  the  Ftrjtt^i|»Mrd  of 
the  Admiralty.  Some  memYtli(is^^i3>ther 
of  the  Government  was  sureWbe  found 
always  in  Berlin  engaged  in  a  scientific 
research  of  the  great  polar  barrier 
which  was  erroneously  supposed  to  ex- 
ist In  that  quarter. 

Joking  apart,  he  wished  to  offer  his

Scope  Kow  Broadens 

Sir  Edward  Grey,  who  replied  to  the 
toast,  said  as  long  as  geography  was 
confined  to  names  of  towns  and  rivers 
and  mountains  It  did  not  seem  to  lead 
them  far,  but  when  It  began  to  embrace 
the  study  of  climate,  the  natural  re- 
sources of  different  countries,  character- 
istics of  the  population  and  the  strategic 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  world,  it  became  clear 
that  it  was  one  of  the  most  valuable 
and  essential  studies  to  the  Empire. 
Want  of  knowledge  at  home  was  a  thing 
to  be  guarded  against,  but  there  was 
another  danger  In  the  undue  concentra- 
tion   of   knowledge. 

In  some  cases  they  found  that  the 
hub  of  the  world  was  situated  In  sonte 
particular  portion  of  the  globe  of  which 
little  had  been  heard.  That  was  the 
time  to  study  large  maps,  not  merely  of 
the  district,  but  showing  the  proportion 
of  that  district  to  the  continent  in  which 
it  resided.  But  tho\igh  they  needed  a 
right  perspective  and  a  due  sense  of 
proportion  in  dealing  with  geographical 
matters,  there  was  no  doubt  that  today 
more  than  ever,  not  only  to  extend  the 
Empire  but  to  maintain  the  Empire,  one 
of  the  main  essentials  of  success  was  ac- 
curate, found,  thorough  geographical 
knowledge.

Therefore,  at  that  height  a  machine 
capable  with  sufficient  propeller  revolu- 
tions of  driving  forty  miles  an  hour  at 
sea  level— and  much  greater  speed  had 
actually  been  attained— would  go  at  a 
rate    of    100    miles   an   hour.

Sir  Robert's  idea  Is  to  grapple 
with  the  problem  by  inducing  and  irain- 
Ing  boy.s  to  become  practical  farmers, 
a'nd  with  that  end  in  view  he  has  found- 
ed at  Wadworth,  Sussex,  a  community 
much' on  the  principles  of  the  boys'  re- 
p'ubllcs  which  are  now  so  great  an  edu- 
cational   factor   in   the   United    State.i. 

,  .A.t  the  Scouts'  Farm,  as  th©  Wad- 
worth  community  is  called,  forty-two 
lads  are  being  trained  to  become  prac- 
tical  fanr.crs. 

"The  colony,"  says  Sir  Robert,  "is 
dlyided  up  »nto  permanent  patrols,  or 
groups  of  seven  boys,  ea9h  under  its 
own  leader.  Each  patrol  works  its  own 
homestead,  which  Is  stocked  and  equip- 
ped for  mixed  farming  under  expert  ad- 
vice. There  Is  a  central  market,  at 
which  their  produce  is  bouglu  by  the 
management,  and  each  patrol  keeps  Its 
own  books  of  profit  and  loss,  etc.,  which 
gives  an  opening  in  their  own  lines  for 
town-bred  boys  and  country-bred  boys." 
XnBtructlon    Practical 

The  instruction  given  Ik  pr.-LCtical  in 
every  detail,  and  In  addition  to  general 
farming  the-  boys  are  taught  horseman- 
ship, carpentering,  baking,  and  black- 
srrilths'  work.  It  is  reckoned  that,  after 
leaving  the  farm  at  the  age  of  17.  a  b5y 
will  have  received  an  all-round  training 
such  as  will  qualify  him  for  well-paid 
positions,  either  at  home  or  over-sea. 
In  pr'ofeesions  where  there  is  a  large 
detnand  for  such  men.  For  Sir  Robert 
points  out  that  there  are  great  openings, 
both  ai  home  and  in  the  Dominions,  for 
yjung  Britons  who  have  a  practical 
knowledge  of  farming.  "Tarlned  men 
are  becoming  dally  scarcer  on  the  land," 
he  says,  "while  the  number  of  unem- 
ployed in  our  towns  increases." 

The  boy*  are  admitted  to  the  Scout 
Farm  colofty  at  IB  years  of  age.  The 
faos  for  training,  board  and  lodging  are 
$180  per  annum,  and  $10  per  annum 
subscription  to  books,  games,  etc..  both 
being  payable  half-yearly  in  advance. 
Occasionally  boys  are  taken  for  prac- 
tically no  fee  if  they  possess  excep- 
tional merit.  By  good  work  t  lad  has 
the  opportunity  of  earning  money  for 
hims«lf  through  his  patrol  homrfitead. 
and  obtaining  employment  through  the 
farm  employment  agency  at  the  end  of 
)^«  courne — an  agency  which  keeps  in 
touch  with  openings  at  home  and  ln  the 
Dominions  through  the  Boy  Scout  head- 
quarters organizations.
